Not Likely to Be Voted. 

It is not likely tnat the tax will 
be voted by the next Congress, but 
the fact of its serious proposal at 
this time by the conservative Re- 
publican Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania is significant.

MAN ON BOAT 10 
FAGE GRAND JURY 


Mrs. B. J. Collings, Who 
Said He Was Thrown 
Overboard, Will Testify 
Next Tuesday.

MINEOLA, N. Y., Sept. 12.— A 
grand jury investigation into the 
strange disappearance of Benjamin 


Collings from his motor boat Pen- 
cuin was ordered tonight when 


the man who found the drifting 
boat related the full story of its 
discovery. 


The Nassau County grand jury 
was ordered to hear on Tuesday 
the story of Mrs. Collings that her 
husband was thrown overboard by 
two men, herself taken aboard a 


canoe and left in a moored motor- 
boat, while their young daughter 
remained alone on the Penguin. 

The story of the discovery of the 
Collings’ drifting boat was told by 
N. L. Noteman, when he and two 
friends returned from a two-day 
fishing trip upon which they em- 
barked after towing the Penguin 
to Stamford where they left the 
Collings’ 5-year-old daughter, Bar- 
bara, early Thursday morning. 

teiterating his earlier account 
that he and his companions heard 
a man swimming when they came 
upon ‘the boat, Noteman gave his 
opinion that if Collings was bound 
and thrown overboard he had freed 
himself and had started to swim 
strongly toward his boat. 

Noteman said he heard a man 
swimming toward the Penguin 
about a quarter of a mile away 
from the boat. About 75 feet from 
the craft the sounds of swimming 
ceased, as if the swimmer had be- 
come exhausted and sank.

He made the announcement just 
before a dinner with 10 of his com- 
panions on his last expedition, the 
ogcasion marking the third anni- 
versary Of the event. 

Detailed preparations had been 
made for the trip, he said, adding 
that he did not want to give out 
the plans yet because there was 
still plenty of scientific work to be 
done on data collected in the last 
expedition, 

“As is my custom,” he said, 
“there will be no public campaign 
for the raising of funds for this 
expedition. In the past, friends of 
mine who are interested in the 
work have contributed the bulk of 
the money. In this particular case, 
they will contribute probably all of 
it. When I get further along with 
the work resulting from the last 
trip I will be willing to start 
again.” 

AS an expression of his faith in 
the men who made the voyage with 
him three years ago, Admiral Byrd 
said that everyone who would go 
on the new expedition would be 
members of the old. 

The 10 members of the expedi- 
tion presented to Byrd an Annapo- 
lis clan ring bearing the date of 
his graduation, 1912. In turn he 
presented to five of the men med- 
als authorized by Congress com- 
memorating the expedition. The 
others had previously received 
their medals.

PRAISES EXPANSION OF 


Rabbi Isserman Makes Proposed 
$200,000 School’ Subject 
of New Year Sermon. 


The plans of Temple Israel con- 
gregation for a new $200,000 re- 
ligious education building to be 
erected adjoining the Temple at 
Kingshighway and Washington 
boulevard, were discussed by Rabbi 
Ferdinand M. Isserman in his New 
Year morning discourse to the con- 
greration yesterday. The meeting 
was held in Scottish Rite Cathe- 
dral. 

“In view of the tendency artic- 
ulate in so many communities,” 
said Rabbi Isserman, “the tendency 
to subordinate matters of Jewish 
culture and spirituality, it is espe- 
cially significant that this great 
congregation has determined to 
proceed in this crisis to erect a 
building in which religion will be 
taught and in which the ideals of 
Judaism will be maintained. 

“By doing this, this congregation 
is not merely providing for the 
adequate training of its children, 
but it is in line with the finest 
Jewish tradition, emphasizing the 
importance of the spiritual values 
of life. It is not merely rendering 
a service which it owes to its own 
children and to its own commu- 
nity, but it is sending a méssage 
of courage and spirituality through- 
out the country, informing Jewish 
leaders that in this temporary eco- 
nomic crisis the spiritual values of 
Israel must not be ignored. 

“Our example will encourage our 
communal leaders to make the 
claims of spirituality to their people 
at this time. Our building then 
will stand for future generations 
as testimony that that spirit which 
animated Abraham, the realiza- 
tion that the spiritual ideal must 
be dominant in life. 

“This school will make a con- 
tribution to America. America 
needs the spiritual culture of the 
Jew, America will need especially 
in the critical ensuing years the 
prophetic passion of Israel for jus- 
tice and righteousness. America 
needs the message which Judaism 
has to give. America needs the 
reminder of Israel’s spiritual strug- 
gle throughout the ages. Our 
school emphasizing the highest and 
finest ideals, erected. merely to 
maintain the spiritual values in 
our community, will be a source 
of civic righteousness and a stim- 
ulus toward intelligent and altru- 
istic citizenship.

CAULFIELD ASKS 
~FORFATH IN HOOVER 


In Speech at Washington, Mo., 
He Says President Works 
Night and Day. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Mo., Sept. 5.— 
In a section of Missouri known as 
staunch Republican territory, Gov. 
Caulfield today pleaded for faith 
in President Hoover, reminding his 
audience that America was the 
most prosperous of all nations in 
the face of a worldwide depression. 

Speaking at the annual Franklin 
County Fall Products Exposition, 
Gov. Caulfield said the world war 
caused the depression and that 
President Hoover, “with his mag- 
nificent training and equipment, is 
working night and day, wearing 
himself out in your service.” 

“Tt is inevitable that the United 
States should suffer with the rest. 
The interests of the countries of 
the world are more than ever iden- 
tical.”” said the Governor. 

“This was recognized by our 
President when he proposed a 
moratorium in the international 
debts for the benefit of Germany. 
He recognized that such a move- 
rent was desirable not only from 
the standpoint of international 
friendship and common humanity, 
hut that it was necessary to prevent 
this financial collapse of Germany 
to help preserve the busiress fabric 
of the entire world.” 

Critics of the President were re- 
buked by the Governor for ‘‘parti- 
ranship.”’ 

“It would seem that instead of 
blaming our President for the con- 
sequences which have followed ev- 
ery great war, he should be praised 
by the American people that in a 
world of unemployment and busi- 
ness disaster, our country stands 
pre-eminent as the most prosperous 
of all.” 

In spite of the depression, said 
the chief executive, the “difficulties 
are not so great as many which we 
ond our-fathers have overcome.” 

“We have men and women out of 
work. We should strive to find 
them employment: and if need be 
we should help them out of our 
own resources. With a land teem- 
ing with riches of the earth, with 
intelligent and resourceful people. 
with about 90 per cent of our adult 
population emplored, there is no 
reason-why any of people 
should suffer.”

Mr. Lehmann was president of 
the American Bar Association in 
1908-09. 

In 1909, after the city had elect- 
ed 12 freeholders to draft a new 
charter, the board drafted Mr. Leh- 


i mann as its thirteenth member and 


chairman. He gave several months 
with the board to the study of mu- 
nicipal syst¢ms. The charter pre- 
pared by the board was defeated by 
the voters, but the discussion gave 
a start to the movement, which 
five years later developed into the 
successful movement for a new 
charter. 
Solicitor-General in 1910. 

President Taft appointed Mr. 
Lehmann Solicitor-General of the 
United States in December, 1910. 
At the time if was understood that 
the appointee had his choice be- 
tween the post of Solicitor-General 
and a place on the bench of the 
Court of Commerce. The solici- 
tor’s office, with its requirement of 
aggressive work, was preferred to 
a judicial place. 

William Marion Reedy, writing 
in “The Mirror” of the appoint- 
ment, said: 

“If the President had made Mr. 
Lehmann a justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States he 
would not have given that gentle- 
man anything beyond his deserts. 
When Mr. Lehmann shall have 
taken up his abode in Washington 
it may be said that a more 4ac- 
complished man than he has never 
been of the official world there, 
and I do not except even the late 
John Hay. I doubt if there is any 
man, not a specialist, who knows 
more of the history of this coun- 
try than does Mr. Lehmann, or if 
there be one more generally in- 
férmed with the spirit of the best 
minds that have left their marks 
in English literature. He is 4 
Democrat whose culture adds to 
the sympathy of his democracy, 
and he is a lawyer whose view of 
the law is broader than its specia! 
arcana. A very human being is 
Mr. Lehmann, who believes that 
institutions exist for men and not 
\men for institutions. His taste 
ranges from the rag* of the seek- 
er of incunabula to the delight of

The Solicitor-General, whose po- 
sition is considered next in im- 
portance to that of the Attorney- 
General, represents the Govern- 
ment in cases before the Supreme 
Court. One of the important mat- 
ters handled by Mr. Lehmann. in 
that office, was the corporation 
tax law, one of the chief fiscal 
measures of the Taft administra- 
tion. In defending this law against 
attack, Mr. Lehmann held that 
the tax was imposed, not on the 
income of the corporation, but on 
its artificial rights and privilezes 
to carry on business in corporate 
form. 


The time was one of active anti- 
tryst prosecutions, and the burden 
of these fell chiefly on the Solici- 
tor-General. Representative Stan- 
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ley of Kentucky, chairman of a 
committee on investigation of the 
Steel Trust, made a report attack- 
ing the policy of the Department 
of Justice in the trust cases, but 
said specifically that he did not 
include Solicitor-Genera! Leh- 
mann, who, he declared, was 
“fighting trusts straight from the 
shoulder.” 

Mr. Lehmann resigned the office 
of Solicitor-General in June, 1912, 
when the imminent downfall of 
the Taft administration had be- 
come clear. A Washington writer 


said at the time that Mr. Leh- 
mann's experience had convinced 
him that “the American people 
expect the Government to be a 
party Government,” and that, 
though ‘his personal relations with 
President Taft and other members 
of the administration had been 
pleasant, he felt that anyone other 
than an active Republican must 
find himself out of place in any 
resvonsible Government post.

Federal Writ Granted Forbids 
Interference With Milk 
Shipinents. 


A Federal injunction against in- 
terference with milk shipments 
was granted to the Pevely Dairy 
Co. yesterday by Judge Davis, after 
consideration of affidavits on which 
the dairy and the striking Sanitary 
Milk Producers submitted the case 
last Thursday. 

A plea questioning jurisdiction, 
presented last week by Lon QO. 
Hocker, attorney for the co-opera- 
tive, was overruled ‘without preju- 
dice. Insufficient evidence has | 
been obtained for any immediate | 
request for contempt citations in 
reported violations of the tem- 
porary restraining order, issued | 
Sept. 3 by Judge Davis, said 
Charles A. Houts, a Pevely attor- 
ney‘and former District Attorney. 
The injunction follows the terms 
of the temporary order and is 
binding on all persons with knowl- 
edge of its purport.

Producers Letter to Starkloff. 

Health Commissioner 
was asked to “rescind immediate- 
lv” his “moratorium on milk 
houses.”’ in a letter by Secretary- 
Manager Lynch of the Producers, 
who added, “unless you do this our 
members can do nothing else but 
regard your action as a definite 
move to favor the Pevely Dairy Co.

000 for milk houses. In addition | 
they have spent one cent a hun- 
dred pounds for the continued im- 
provement of the milk supply) 
through the St. Lours District Dairy 
Council, to which our association 
and co-operating dealers contribute | 
working funds. 

“We will continue the produc- 
tion of the highest quality milk in. 
spite of the loophole made by the | 
‘moratorium’ for the benefit of the | 
Pevely Dairy Co., which refuses to | 
co-operate.”’ 

Starkloff's Reply. 

A letter attributing the with- 
holding of milk to intimidation had 
been made public by Dr. Stark- 
loff, who wrote, ‘“‘while milk houses 
are desirable and I shall continue 
to insist that this and many other 
sanitary requirements of the milk 
ordinance be complied with by 
producing farmers, for the moment 
it is far more important that the 
citizens of St. Louis have an ade- 
quate supply of safe milk.” 

“Therefore, you are exaggerat- 
ing the importance of milk houses 
in Order to confuse the public or | 
to divert attention from the main | 
issue—which is, so far as I am | 
concerned, an adequate and safe | 
milk supply. 

“I defy you or any other man 
to say I have ever favored any or- | 
ganization to the detriment of the 
public interest.’ ”

F. W. LEHMANN’S

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Lehmann, in 1914, as one of two 
representatives of the United States 
in a conference with representa- 
tives of the Government then main- 
tained in Mexico by Gen. Victoriano 
Huerta. The conference was held 
at Niagara Falls, Ontario. In this 
conference the American represent- 
atives made it clear that Huerta 
must withdraw from _ control of 
Mexico before friendly relations 
with the United States could be re- 
established. 

Within two weeks after the close 
of the conference, Huerta resigned 
and went into exile, giving way to 
the Constitutionalists, headed by 
Carranza. Huerta (not to be con- 
fused with the later Adolfo de la 
Huerta) died in El Paso, Tex., 
in 1916, while being held as 
a Federal prisoner for an alleged 
attempt to violate the neutrality cof 
this country. 

Two Sons Fought in War. 

Mr. Lehmann, a native of Prus- 
sia, was sympathetic with the Ger- 
man viewpoint in the early days of 
the European war. “The war was 
not made by Germany, but by Ger- 
many’s foreign trade,” he declared 
in an address early in 1915. After 
the United States declared war in 
1917, he urged support of the Gov- 
ernment as a duty upon Americans 
of German birth and ancestry. In 
an article written for the West- 
liche Post, German-language news- | 
paper, he declared it the duty of 
such citizens to fight even against 
their blood relatives who might he 
in the German rank. He referred |

in the article to the presence of two 
of his sons in. the fighting forces of 
the United Statees. A third son 
later entered the service. : 

He was named as counsel for the 
Federal Railroad Wage Commis- 
sion, which had the task of adjust- 
ing wartime wages vf railroad cm- 
ployes to the advanced cdst of liv- 
ing. Before undertaking this work, 
Mr. Lehmann directed his brokers 
to sell bis railroad stocks and 
bonds, amounting to more than 
$4000, in order tat he might have 
no financial interest in the proper- 
ties affected by his wage decisions. 
The sales were at a loss, as railroad 
securities were then inactive. 

His latest public service was as 
a member of the joint body of 35t. 
Louis and St. Louis County free- 
holders’ which discussed plans for 
a union of the city with St. Louis 
County, or with parts of the coun- 
tv. The board placed before the 
voters the plan, which carried the 
city vote in the special election of 
October, 1926, but was beaten in 
the county.

I believe he thought 
they were a flock of chickens. At 
last he stood before Loyola Park 
(as a waggish Jesuit had named 
the swamp) and beheld the long 
sheet of water stretching from the 
ridge of sand on which he stood. 
He was astounded. After a few 
minutes in reflection he turned 
away in disgust. 

“This place will 
college on it in a thousand years, 
he said, ‘and kicked at a crab that 
was unlucky enough to have stayed 
within reach.’ ” 

Most of the missionaries, how- 
ever, were sturdy, young men, 
hardened by life in the bush, and 
they turned to the work with such 
confidence that they proved the 
visitor wrong. Dikes were built 
around the swamp, roads were con- 
structed, with priests, scholastics 
and lay brothers working shoulder 
to shoulder with native workmen. 

Then sand was dredged from the 
river and dumped into the enclo- 
sure.

DURING WEEK 


Dividends Continue to 
Shrink and Business Sta- 
tistics Fail to Brighten 
Appreciably — Bonds 
Generally Drift Lower. 


SHARES LIMPING 
BADLY AT WEEK-END 


Market Turns Downward_| 


After a Moment’s Hesita- 
tion at the Opening— 
Sales Are Fairly Large for 
a Saturday.

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—The 
stock market again flirted with the 
bear market lows this week, as 
dividends continued to shrink, and 


business statistics failed to bright- 
en appreciably. | 

Some commonly quoted _ stock 
price averages actually broke 
through the bear market low of 
June 2, to new depths unpenetrat- 
ed in some five years. The Stand- 
ard Statistics Co.-Associated Press 
weighted price index of 90 repre- 
sentative issues, however, ended 
the week at 98.2, or 1.3 points 
above the level touched on June 2. 

Utilities held above their bear 
market lows better than most 
groups, although they were under 
heavy pressure late in the week. 
A few prominent issues, notably 
American Waterworks and Ameri- 
can & Foreign Power, broke to 
new bottoms. Many leading in- 
dustrials broke through their June 
bottoms, including United States 
Steel, General Motors, General 
Electric, Westinghouse Electric 
and National Biscuit. 

The rails, of course, have been 
well below their June lows for 
some time, and may have gone 
to levels not seen since the trou- 
blesome 1890's. Selling of these 
issues was aggravated by further 
dividend reductions by New York 
C4ntral and New Haven, and com- 
plete omission of the common dis- 
vursement by Rock Island. 

Halving of International Tele- 
phone’s quarterly dividend was 
somewhat unsettling, after West- 
ern Union had paid its regular 
quarterly dividend of $2 had re- 
sulted in considerable expectation 
that I. T. & T. would maintain its 
50 cent quarterly payment. 

Important dividend actions slat- 
ed for next week are Westinghouse 
Klectric and Western’ Electric. 
While Western Electric is almost 
wholly controlled by American 
Telephone, a further reduction in 
its payment would curtail the tele- 
phone company’s income. It has 
been understood in sources close 
to the management of American 
Telephone that its dividend 1s be- 
ing earned and will be maintained 
at least through this year, but next 
year’s payments will-depend on de- 
velopments. 


Bonds Generally Drift Lower. 

Bonds generally’ drifted lower, 
with foreign and railroad issues 
conspicuously heavy. The German 
Government issues again had a 
sinking spell, but were accorded 
better support toward the close of 
the week. The new $800,000,000 
issue of 3 per cent United States 
Treasury Bonds were oversub- 
scribed by a comparatively narrow 
margin, and sold at a discount over 
the counter. Some investment 
bankers expressed the belief that 
the 3 per cent coupon rate was a 
little too low, and that buyers had 
held back in the hope that better 
terms might be offered at the 
Government's next quarterly fi- 
nancing date, when another issue 
is expected. 

In the meantime, financial quar- 
ters are deeply interested in what 
appears to be a disagreement in 
important political quarters as to 
whether the new Congress should 
revise taxes. The firm opinion of 
some political leaders that the 
Treasury should continue to mect 
a widening deficit by borrowing 1s 
opposed by others who believe that 
it is merely putting off the evil 
day of recokoning. Conservative 
bankers in Wall street, of course, 
have traditionally favored balanced 
budgets. 

Sagging security markets and 
the widespread publicity given the 
unemployment situation by relief 
plans for the winter have injected 
s0 much gloom into the &tmos- 
phere that administration officials 
stated toward the Close of the week 
that pessimism was being absurdly 
overdone. 

Important banking officials 
point to the constant increases in 
the volume of currency in circula- 
tion as clear evidence of a condi- 
tion of morbid public pessimism. 
Currency in circulation is now 
more than $600,000,000 larger than 
it was a year ago. Inasmuch as 
commercial requirements are con- 
siderably less than they were a 
year ago, and prices are lower, this 
is explained as clearly reflecting 
hoarding, such as the withdrawing 
of currency and storing it away in 
safe deposit boxes. Morale, bank- 
ers way, is sorcly in need of a good 
stimulant.

Nolen L. Hussey, 504 Lake ave- 
nue, who is being sued for $200,000 
for alleged alienation of the affec- 
tions of Mrs. Mildred Carver Mil- 
liken, testified in depositions Fri- 
day that he had advised her 
against divorcing John T. Milliken 
Jr., and had refused to aid her in 
her divorce suit. 

Mrs. Milliken obtained an uncon- 
tested divorce from the son of the 

elate millionaire chemical manu- 


facturer last June 1, and about 
Seven weeks later Milliken filed 
suit against Hussey. 

Hussey testified he had known 
Mrs. Milliken only five or six weeks 
before she and her husband sep- 
arated. 

Their acquaintance began at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field where 
both were learning to fly, Hussey 
related, and continued when they 
went on airplane trips and parties 
attended by their friends. Hussey 
said he had called at Mrs. Milli- 
ken's apartment three times before 
the separation, once to take her to 
a motion picture show with Milli- 
ken, and twice to take her to the 
air field. 

Took Her Home From Parties, 

He admitted going for short air- 
plane rides with Mrs. Milliken in 
her plane, and taking her home 
from a number of parties which; 
both attended: He denied he ever’ 
had made any extended calls at 
her apartment. > gly t 

Asked if Milliken knew of his as- 
sociations with Mrs. Milliken, Hus- 
sey said, “I suppose he did. We 
discussed being together in his 
presence. He was in constant 
knowledge of where we went and 
what we did.”’ 

A few weeks before the Milli- 
kens separated on June 24, 1930, 
Hussey said Mrs. Milliken asked 
him if he had heard they were 
about to separate and he told her 
that he did not believe ihe rumor. 

On the night before the separa- 
tion, he said, Mrs, Milliken, becom- 
ing angry because her husband had 
gone to a river club of which she 
did not approve, telephoned him. 
Hussey said they sat in his auto- 
mobile outside a restaurant on De- 
Baliviere avenue, and Mrs. Milli- 
ken discussed “a very delicate sub- 
ject” with him, asking his advice 
about getting a divorce. 

Refused to Testify. ae 

“I told her it was none 6” my 
business,” Hussey said, “but I did 
tell her that J. T. had put forth a 
g00d effort in this town and she 
Ought to try to stick with him.” 

Hussey said he had known Mil- 
liken from boyhood, and that the 
night after the separation he and 
Milliken discussed it at MHussey's 
apartment, where he told Milliken 


. that his wife was a “fine girl” and 


that he regretted the separation. 
After Mrs. Milliken returned some 
weeks later from Pittsburg, Pa., 
the home of her family, Hussey 
said she asked him to testify 
against Milliken in the divorce suit, 
which he refused to do. 

Hussey, who is 29 years old and 
has been employed by an invest- 
ment house, obtained a divorce in 
1926 from Mrs. Dorothy Lougheed 
Hussey, daughter of a Canadian 
peer. He charged desertion. Milli- 
ken who had been married once 
before lives at 4440 Lindell boule- 
vard.

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USED POLITICIANS 
NAMES INPLEA 
FOR SCHOOL WORK 


E. P. Puhl Says He Wrote 
to Three Board Members 
Referring to Republicans’ 
Interest in His Bid. 


FIRM GOT CONTRACT 
ON LOWEST OFFER 


Non-Union Shop Owner 
Explains Letters, But 
Mrs. H. W. Hoffman De- 


nies She Suggested Action 


-An equipment contractor, whose 
low bid for some apparatus was 
accepted by the Board of Educa- 
tion last Tuesday, referred to the 
Supposed interest of two politicie 
ans in his success, in soliciting ap- 
proval of the offer. 

The contractor is Edward P, 
Puhl of the Puhl & Hepper Manue 
‘facturing Co., 6400 West Florissant 
avenue. His firm, being the lowest 
responsibie bidder for a blower 
system for the board’s shop builde 
ing, 3418 Thomas atreet, with « 
price of $4990, was given the con- 
tract as a matter of routine by @ 
unanimous vote of the board. 

A week ago Puhl wrote several 
board members letters, which Puhl 
said yesterday were identical in 
text. In them he said: “I feel very 
confident that Mrs. Harry W. Hoff- 
man and Mr. Rodowe H. Abeken 
will be very much pleased if we 
are favored with this contract.” 

Mrs. Hoffman is Republican City 
| Committeewoman for Puhl’s ward, 
the Twenty-seventh. Abeken, who 
is interested in Republican politics, 
has a part-time position as director 
of recreation, in charge of play- 
grounds for the Board of Educa- 
tion. He is a lawyer employed by 
the law firm of Edward W. For- 
istel, a Republican leader. 

Says He Wrote to 3 Members. 

Puhl’s letter also said Mrs. 
Hoffman had suggested that he 
write the board members. It went 
on: “Wedonot believe we are 
asking anything unreasonable, due 
to the fact that we were the low 
bidders on the job.” Puhl told the 
Post-Dispatch he had written, as 
he recalled, to three members— 
Henry P. Schroeder, chairman of 
the Building Committee; Dr. Solon 
Cameron, a member of that com- 
mittee, and Myrt A. Rollins, vice 
president of the board. The Bulilld- 
ing Committee had voted to rec- 
ommend the contract award to 
Puhl’s firm the day Puhl wrote, 
Sept. 4. 

Explaining why he wrote the let- 
}ters, Puhl said: “Someone at the 

board offices called after we sub- 

mitted our bid to ask if we had a 

union shop. I said, ‘Absolutely not.’ 

Several days later salesmen and 
others began telling us we would 
not get the contract because we 
were not a union shop. We didn't 
feel that was right, since we were 
the low bidder, but I wrote the let- 
ters for fear our bid might be 
thrown out.” 

Asked why he had referred to 
Mrs. Hoffman and Abeken in the 
letters, Puhl said he could not an- 
swer. One board member assert- 
ed Puhl had told Building Come 
missioner Friton that Mra. Hoffman 
would see that Puhl & Hepper got 
the business. Puhl denied this and 
Friton said he could not recall any 
mention of Mrs. Hoffman to him. 
Friton said there was no political 
influence involved in the award, 
Dr. Cameron declared no request 
had been made of him toe vote for 
the award and Rollins stated he 
knew nothing about the matter, as 
he usually discards letters soliciting 
his vote without reading them 
through. 

- Mrs. Hoffman Makes Denial. 

Mrs, Hoffman denied suggesting 
that Puhl write to board members 
about the contract and insisted she 
had no interest in it. 

“Mr. Puhl,” she sald, “asked me 
some time ago whom his bid should 
go to.

Von Elm and Burke, Who 


Play Here Sept. 27, Are 
Sharp Contrast on Links 


St. Louis followers of golf will have an opportunity to see a 
unique figure in golf when George Von Elm, “business man golfer” 
of Los Angeles calls here with his partner, Billy Burke, National 
Open champion, for an exhibition, Sept. 27. Von Elm claims he is 
neither a professional nor an amateur, that he is unfit by training 
to be a golf professional but that he can’t afford to play golf as an 
amateur, so therefore when money prizes are obtainable in tourna- 
ments he accepts cash for any prize he may win. 


Apparently the system is profit- 
able for Von Elm is credited with 


winning more than $8000 during 
the winter tournaments in 1930- 


31. 


Von Elm is 30 years of age. He 


was born in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
in 1901, and began his golfing ca- 
reer there as a caddy. 
California Open Champion. 
He was the first amateur to win 


the California open, a feat he ac- 
complished in 1924, two years after 
he won his first important title, 
the Pacific-Northwest amateur, 


1922. This was the same year in 


which he was runner-up in the 
Western and the Trans-Mississippi. 


In 1926, Von Elm won the Unit- 


ed States amateur championship, 
defeating Bobby Jones in the final 
match and in the same year he tied 
with Walter Hagen for third place 
in the British open. 


Von Elm played on the Amer- 


ican Walker Cup team in 1928 and 
in 1930. 


This year he tied with Billy 


Burke, Greenwich (Conn.) profes- 
sional, for the United States open 
championship after the regulation 
72 holes, each having a score of 
292. They also tied in the first 36- 
hole playoff, each with 149, but 
Burke won by a stroke when he 
shot 148 for the second 36-hole 
playoff. 


Von Elm, since assuming his new 


status in golf, has written a series 
of articles attacking the present 
amateur code and pointing out the 
difficulties of the average man in 
remaining a real amateur. 


Von Elm has been described as 


a man beset with jumping nerves 
which it is his problem to control 
when he is in an important match. 


Sometimes he is successful, some- 
times he is not. He is just oppo 
site of Burke, who is a plodding 
sort of player, safe and sure. 
Burke 26 Years Old. 

The national open champion is 
but 28 years of age and is profes- 
sional at the Round Hill Club, 
Greenwich, Conn. 

At Sunset Hill, Sept. 27, Burke

This year he has 
pitched better than ever before and 
already has won more games than 
in any complete season before.

Demonstration 


Of Television 
At Radio Show 


‘The Shadow Will Be 
Among Chain Performers 
Appearing at the Exposition. 


A demonstration of the practica- 
biilty of television will be one of 
the features of the Radio and Al- 
lied Products Exposition in the 
Coliseum Sept. 21 to 26, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Eugene J. 
Straus, chairman of the Show Com- 
mittee of the St. Louis Radio 
Trades Association. 

“This will be the first complete 


‘demonstration of television in St. 


Louis and the public will be in- 
vited to have their pictures trans- 
mitted,’’ Straus said. 

The transmitting equipment will 
be erected in one part of the Coli- 
seum and the receiving apparatts 
in another. Persons standing be- 
fore the receiver will be able to see 
the faces and hear the voices of 
those appearing kefore the trans- 
mitter. 

The demonstrationes will be giv- 
en each afternoon and night of the 
show. Any visitor at the show 
desiring to appear before the tele- 
vision transmitter will be given the 
opportunity to do so. 

Cc. R. Ogle, of the Trav-Ler Man- 
ufacturing Corporation, will be in 
charge of the demonstrations. The 
apparatus will be furnished by the 
U, A. Sanabria Television Labora- 
tories of Chicago, pioneers in the 
development of television. 

Among the nationally known ra- 
dio stars on the show program will 
be that famed character on the 
Columbia network known as “The 
Shadow.” “The Shadow” will ap- 
pear before the microphone is his 
habitual disguise of black hat, 
cloak and mask. But after each 
performance, he will remove the 
disguise to let the public see what 
this character really looks like. 

Many other entertainment fea- 
tures are being arranged and the 
local radio stations will co-operate 
by broadcasting the programs from 
a studio in the Coliseum. 

Most of the manufacturers of ra- 
dio receivers and equipment in the 
country will have displays at the 
show, introducing the latest dev- 
elopments in the radio industry.

during his life and after his death. 
So far so good. What shall be done, 
however, when, by the operation 
and influence of those causes which 
have already been mentioned, or 
others less important and less wide- 
spread than they, the willing work- 
er finds no place to which he may 
take his willingness and his capac- 
ity to work? 


Two Solutions. 


Our vast working population of 
the present day may be divided in- 
to three groups or classes: First, 
those who are able and willing to 
work and for whose labor the s0- 
cial order must find some oppor- 
tunity and make some provision; 
second, those who are able, but not 
willing to work, who may be de- 
scribed as social derelicts; and 
third, those who, while willing to 
work, are not able to do so and 
therefore become social dependents. 
Our chief concern at the moment 
is with the first-named group, 
namely, those who are both able 
and willing to work, but who can 
find no remunerative occupation. 

Obviously, there are two differ- 
ent and complementary ways to at- 
tack this problem. The first is 
through social organization and 
control of industry, the establish- 
ment of such balance between pro- 
duction and consumption—all of 
which might well be known 4s ra- 
tionalization—as will reduce the 
number of unemployed as much as 
possible.

Trade Control a Boon. 


It would begin to appear that we 
may have been moving in_ the 
wrong direction by our endeavors 
to stimulate unlimited competition 
in production and to prevent com- 
binations in restraint and control 
of trade. It may perhaps be that 
the Sherman Act of 1890, then 
hailed as a long step in advance 
for the protection of the small pro- 
ducer and merchant, was in reality 
a step backward in the light of all 
that has happened since. It be- 
gins to appear that what we really 


need are many combinations in 
control of trade—in restraint of 
trade, so to speak—all interpreted, 
as the United States Supreme Court 
would have it, in terms of the rule 
of reason, and so supervised by of- 
ficial authority that they cannot 


permit discrimination and perse- 
cution. To put the matter some- 
what differently, what appears to 
be required is that the several 
great basic industries of the nation 
should be so organized in the in- 
terest of the general public as to 
control production within the 
limits of a proper balance with an 
expanding power of consumption. 


Should something like this be 
effected .and work well, it would 
then be practicable, as several writ- 
ers of competence have pointed 
out, both to stabilize and to regu- 
larize employment within the field 
of each one of a considerable num- 
ber of large industries which are 
easily susceptible of regional or 
nation-wide organization. 


The next step would be to make 
each one of these organized indus- 
tries feel responsible for the em- 
ployment and care of its great body 
of workmen. When a new enter- 
prise is undertaken and new capital 
is sought, every consideration is 
given to studying the estimated 
production of the factory or mine

Insurance Planning. 


This point of view opens large 
possibilities and offers various sug- 
gestions. There is, for example, 
possible provision from this source 
for the retirement of work-people 
who through age or disability are 
no longer competent to work, as is 
done in the case of the best ad- 
ministered Américan universities. 
There is the whole field of insur- 
ance which has already been. en- 
tered upon, but which can be inuch 
more fully occupied to the very 
great advantage of the great mass 
of work-people. Were organized 
industries to accept such a policy 
as this, there would quickly grow 
up among them a new sense of ' 


practical etfects in public approval 
and public support. 

Moreover, it is quite conceivable 
that such a policy carefully studied 
and sagaciously worked out would 
actually, as the president of the 
General Electric Co. suggested 
some months ago, lower taxes lev- 
ied in order that a portion of the 
population may be maintained in 
a state of unemployment. | 

Here in the United States we 
have already seen of what im- 
mense value it has been to have 
work people in large nuinbers in- 
vest their savings in the great cor- 
porations to which their work is 
given. The resultant feeling of 
ownership bridges the wide and» 
sometimes ugly gulf betwcen em- 
ployer and employed and leads on 
the part of the work people to gen- 
uine pleasure and satisfaction in 


which they labor and which they 
in part own. Let this same prin- 
ciple of co-operation between em- 
ployer and employed be carried a 
little farther. Let each organized 
industry or series of industries plan 
ahead in systematic and scientific 
fashion for the welfare of their en- 
tire industry including the work 
people, and a new spirit of con- 
tentment, of self-reliance and of a 
sense of justice would come into 
the life of the people.

Thus, without increasing the 
number of blast furnaces, Belgium 
has doubled her pig iron output. 
The glass industry was trans- 
formed, practically doubling pro- 
duction. Ninety per cent of the 
nation’s coal now is extracted me- 
chanically; before the war hand 
labor prevailed. 

In short, the Belgians, who seem 
to be born engineers, rebuilt far- 
sightedly. Moreover, they proved 
to be prudent financiers, for dut- 
ing the 1927-1929 boom they built 
up reserves which can be drawn 
upon during the present lean years.

In other words, the na- 
tion exports almost as much as she 
imports, which is remarkable con- 
sidering Belgium's dependence on 
foodstuffs and raw materials from

Under the proposed 
contract of Pevely Dairy Co., which must 
extend for a period of one year, the 
farmer is required to accept the price 
offered by it, regardless of what the 
established- price may be. He is also 
required to sign a contract which violates 
the terms of the contract he has already 
signed with the milk producers’ associa- 
tion. It probably costs a farmer as 
much to produce a gallon of milk as it 
costs a distributor to distribute it. The 
farmer has been receiving about 12 cents 
per gallon for his milk. while the dis- 

' tributor received 48 cents. 

About 9000 of the possible 106,000 
Jairymen within the ordinary shipping 
limits of the City of St. Louis are mem- 
bers of the association. These have erect- 
ed milk houses and taken all steps re- 
quired by the city ordinances, at expense 
and hardship to themselves, to give St. 
Louis a highly sanitary milk product. 

_ Pevely Dairy Co. goes far beyond these 
limits for much of its milk, and into 
sections where it is not produced in com- 
pliance with the city ordinances.

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RAILROAD AND TRUCK. 

The less-than-carload tonnage of the railroads 
has declined, in round numbers, from 53,000,000 tons 
in 1920 to 29,000,000 in 1930. Those figures are quoted 
by C. D. Morris of the public relations depart- 
ment of the western railways, who explained that 
the depression was not responsible for the shrink- 
age, that the decline had been gradual and was 
chargeable to competing forms of transportation, 
principally the truck. He proved hts point by the 
record of 1926, a prosperous year in which the less 
than carload business was 25 per cent below the

1920 volume. 

Mr. Morris predicts that the railroads, sooner or 
later, will establish a door-to-door delivery of their 
own. That means, we suppose, that they will in- 
corporate the truck in their system, providing this 
swifter service which the gasoline engine has made 
possible. 

The surprising thing to the layman is that the 
railroads have not done this long ago. Some of them 
have, to be sure, but many railroad executives have 
chosen to complain about the truck as an agency 
unfairly subsidized by the government through the 
construction of hard surfaced highways. Yet those 
highways have been as open to the railroads as to 
the individual truck owner or the trucking com- 
pany. Moreover, the truck did not suddenly appear 
on the road and grab the business right out of the 
railroads’ hands.

HEY do not like their new role. These 
T tour elderly gentlemen who, with de- 

parted colleagues, ruled the country so 
long from the quiet chamber of the 
Supreme Court, are now forced to fulminate 
in bitter but futile dissent against decisions 
which throw their own views into the dis- 
card. The day of economic individualism 
and political centralization seems gone. The 
years of invalidating state legislation de- 
signed to achieve an economic democracy, 
of glorifying property rights at the expense 
of human rights through a narrow con- 
stitutional interpretation, are over. 

During the past term (1930-31) these 
jurists saw the work of the conservative 
post-war court go for naught when the 
new majority upheld one welfare act after 
another, when taxing statutes were ap- 
proved, when oppressive flag-waving enact- 
ments were annulled, when the total work 
of the judicial year redounded to the bene- 
fit of humble people. New Jersey was up- 
held in fixing the fees of insurance agents, 
Indiana was sustained in taxing chain 
stores, Minnesota’s tyrannical newspaper- 
suppression law was overthrown and Cali- 
fornia’s red-flag law was rendered impotent. 
It was all very painful to Justices Suther- 
land, Butler, Van Devanter and McReynolds.

Justice Sutherland had much to do with 
the reactionary activities of the old court. 
Had he done nothing else but write the 
opinion in the minimum-wage case, he 
would be entitled to rank high among 
Judges possessing an effective slant in favor 
of vested interests. 

It was a good start for Judge Sutherland, 
but not surprising in the light of his past 
political life. He was one of Utah's prom- 
inent citizens, and together with Smoot he 
represented that prosperous Republican 
state in the United States Senate for the 
12 years between 1905 and 1917. He was 
as regular in his politics as in his law. 
Senator 
Sutherland kept Utah in line for the con- 
servative Taft. And when Congress voted 
to abolish the ill fated Commerce Court, 
because it had acted contrary to public 
sentiment in overruling so many decisions 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Sutherland upheld President Taft's futile 
veto. 

Mild and scholarly in appearance, this 
69-year-old jurist is unyielding in his ad- 
vocacy of the fourteenth amendment as a 
proper barrier to progressive legislation. 
For eight years the state police power has 
suffered at his hands. Chief among the 
democratic legislative attempts to be an- 
nulled by him were the price-fixing acts, 
designed to bring under Government con- 
trol businesses “clothed with a public in- 
terest.” 


\ 


As with price-fixing statutes, so with tax- 
ing acts. Judge Sutherland sympathizes 
with men of means whose troubles are in- 
creased by grasping governments looking 
for revenue. So the measures of these Gov. 
ernments are thrown out as in conflict with 
the fourteenth amendment. 

in the history of the Supreme Court there 


have been few Judges more biased on be- 
half of property than Justice Butler—or 
few more loyal to points of view acquired 
in private life, adolescent and mature. He 
was born in Northfield, Minn, 65 years ago, 
of humble parents. 


He rose by dint of will and ability to a 
position of eminence among Minnesota 
lawyers. He became an authority on rail- 
road problems, was retained by the Hill 
interests, and was instrumental in increas- 
ing the legal value of the properties as a 
foundation for higher rates, at the valuation 
‘hearings of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. As counsel for the great North- 
western roads, he acquired the psychology 
of power and the belief in the right to rule 
that goes with wealth. Like many others 
who have risen from humble beginnings 
without the aid of legislation, he is reluctant 
to improve the lot of others having the 
same chance. And ever since his appoint- 
ment to the bench by Presicent Harding 
early in 1923, he has voted to annul those 
social-welfare measures which he looks 
upon as paternalistic and deplorable. 

Judge Butler is also a political federalist. 
Any encroachment upon a field of govefn- 
mental action granted by the Constitution 
and John Marshall to the Federal arm is 
taboo—even if the state encroachment 
works no harm to Federal functions and 
helps people who need some kind of govern- 
mental assistance. With this tendency to 
glorify judicial federalism, it is not surpris- 
ing that in matters directly bearing on 
patriotism, Judge Butler should be the 
greatest flag-waver on the bench.

Justice Van Devanter is the least dra- 
matic of the four conservatives. Although 
he has been on the bench longer than the 
others—he was appointed by his friend, 
President Taft in 1910—he has written 
fewer opinions in important social contro- 
versies. But some of those opinions are of 
momentous significance. He started the bal] 
rolling in prohibition affairs when he de- 
livered the conclusions of the court in the 
national prohibition cases in 1920, uphold- 
ing the validity of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. This decision was remarkable for 
the form in which it was cast as well as 
for significant substance—as is most un- 
usual in Supreme Court cases, no reasons 
were given for the results reached. 

Justice Van Devanter is 72 years old and 
comes from Wyoming. He was prominent 
in Republican politics in the early days of 
the state, served a brief term as Chief 
Justice of the State Supreme Court, and 
from 1903 to 1910 was a Federal Circuit 
Judge there. Prior to the Federal judge- 
ship, he represented the Union Pacific Raifl- 
road, and, like Judge Butler, he took his 
corporation views with him to the bench. 
That he is as reactionary a Judge as ever 
sat on the Supreme Court appears not 
only from his inevitable vote in favor of

Objections to Dole. 


The great danger in any such 
plan as that now under discussion 
is that it may become bankrupt 
through improper administration or 
that it be permitted to degenerate 
into a payment without prapor- 
tionate contribution from the in- 
sured and under circumstances 
which transform it into a mere 
grant in aid at the cost of the 
public treasury. This is the de- 
Plorable and lamentable dole 
which, for every person that it 
genuinely relieves and assists, de- 
moralizes 10 others by giving them 
the impression that they may in- 
definitely receive from the public 
treasury a payment for unemploy- 
ment. 

No man of human feeling would 
consciously permit any one of his 
fellow-men to suffer starvation or 
even deprivation of the necessities 
of life, but he will postpone until 
the last possible moment the ac- 
ceptance and inauguration of any 
policy which will involve @ pay- 
ment from what has been properly 
described as a remote and imper- 
sonal source of relief. If in ex- 
treme cases a payment of this kind 
is to be made for a shorter or a 
longer period, then it shoul in 
every case be made by the locality 
in which the case of need arises 
or, at most, under our system of 
government, by the State. This is 
not a field which the Federal Gov- 
ernment can enter without the 
gravest danger both to the morals 
of our people and to the founda- 
tions upon which our Government 
itself now rests. Our experience 
with so-called veterans’ pensions 
and allowances ought to be a warn- 
ing to us. 

When all has been said and

Still another important policy of 
similar kind is that persuasively 
presented by Mr. William Green, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. His proposal is to 
establish a five-day week and, 
eventually, a six-hour day. That 
this plan would have marked ad- 
vantages, both economic, psy7no- 
logical and moral is highly proba- 
ble, particularly if with its adop- 
tion went the removal of any re- 
striction upon the amount of work 
which any skilled laborer could well 
do within the limit of time set by 
the six-hour or seven-hour day and 
the five-day week. If machinery is 
first of all to dispossess hand la- 
bor, there can he no good reason 
why it should not also give to hand 
labor the compensation of less 
onerous working conditions and 
more opportunity for leisure, re- 
freshment and the enjoyment of 
life. : 

The shorter working week and 
what is known as adult education 
go hand in hand. The workman 
will then have some opportunity 
now denied him to read, to hear 
lectures and good music and to 
participate in some of the exercises 
attendant upon the lighter side of 
life. He may also thereby widen 
and diversify his own skill and field 
of usefulness greatly to his own ad- 
vantage. In a sense, the establish- 
ment of the five-day week and the 
six-hour or seven-hour day may be 
looked upon as part of the process 
of local absorption of the unem- 
ployed and the bringing about of 
better and sounder and more help- 
ful conditions for many kinds of 
labor. No American who under- 
stands the fundamental principles 
of his country’s social and political 
life will wish to deny these oppor- 
tunities to any of his fellow-men. 

It is worth noting how far we 
have already come in attempting to 
deal with these questions, although, 
thus far, our dealing has been 
piecemeal and bit by bit rather 
than in accordance with any care- 
fully studied and generally under- 
stood plan. In the world as & 
whole there are nearly 50,000,000 
workers protected by some sort of 
insurance. Insurance against acci- 
dant and illness has been still more 
widely adopted. In our own coun-~- 
try every state but four has put 
upon its statute book ea form of 
compulsory workmen's accident in- 
surance and a system of old-age 
pensions and mothera’ pensiong is 


being generally and very rapidly 
adopted. All this has happened 
within some 25 years, and there is 
reason to hope that, since the ur- 
gency of this whole question is 
now so widely recognized, still more 
rapid progress will be made in the 
near future in lifting soThe of the 
heaviest and most grievous burdens 
which rest upon man. 


Be Overdone. 


What is always to be borne in 
mind. however, is the fact that so 
soon as any of these provisions for 
insurance become either openly or 
covertly a charge upon the public 
treasury, the tendency is for the 
amount drawn to grow rapidly and 
dangerously until the whole finan- 
clal system of the country or 
state is in danger. There would 
probably not be money enough in 
all the world to provide general 
insurance for everybody on a non- 
contributory basis against all the 
changes and chances of this mortal 
life. It is only a few months ago 
that a public memorandum sub- 
mitted by the treasury in Great 
Britain, referring to the unemploy- 
ment insurance fund in that coun- 
try, stated that continued state 
borrowing on the present vast scale 
without adequate provision for re- 
payment by the fund would quickly 
call in question the stability of 
the British financial system. The 
memorandum went on to point out 
that the unemployment insurance 
fund is not only going deeper and 
deeper into debt, but that the rate 
of increase of this indebtedness is 
growing rapidly. 

Obviously, a continuance of any 
such policy as this would be a blow 
to the nation’s credit and quickly 
disrupt the whole system of inter- 
national relations in trade and fi- 
nance upon which Great Britain so 
completely depends for her pros- 
perity and even for her existence. 
All this is quite apart from the 
demoralization which follows upon 
steady receipt from the publis 
treasury of a definite income with- 
out any service being given in re- 
turn. No matter by what name it 
be called, this policy, so long as it 
may continue, can only result in 
building up a nation of beggars. 
Should any such system be any- 
where established or prolonged by 
the votes of those who are its di- 
rect beneficiaries, then there would 
come into existence not only a na- 
tion of beggars, but a nation of self- 
made beggars. It is clear-sizhted 
and courageous recognition of all 
this which has played a large, per- 
haps a determining, part in the 
recent reorganization of the Brit- 
ish Government. 

There is one other aspect of this 
whole matter, mention of which 
may not be omitted. The present 
low value of silver, that precious 
metal which from time immemor- 
fal has been the measure of value 
and the principal store of wealth 
for vast populations spread over 
huge areas of the earth’s surface, 
including particularly the peoples 
of India and of China, has fallen 
so low and so sharply during the 
past decade as gravely to limit, 
even in very large part to destroy, 
the purchasing power of hundreds 
of millions of human beings. It 
has been clearly shown that the 
cause for the great decline in the 
price of silver is not to be sought 
in its over-production, but rather 
in national and international oper- 
ations in the realm of finance con- 
sequent upon the demonetization 
and debasement of coinage in vari- 
ous lands. Since these processes 
are now substantially completed, 
there would appear to be oppor- 
tunity, by international conference 
preferably at the instance of the 
League of Nations, to examine this 
question with a view to mapping 
out a course of constructive action. 


Silver and Its Price. 


It is well understood that the 
rise in the value of gold, to say 
nothing of the excessive concentra- 
tion of that basic metal in New 
York and in Paris, has compli- 
cated and disturbed a whole series 
of international relationships 
which were surely troubled. and 
difficult enough already. Meas- 
ured in terms of goods and services 
ices, international indebtedness 
that was incurred a few years ago 
must, if settled at the moment, be 
repaid on a scale about 35 per 
cent higher than that at which the 
indebtedness was entered upon. 

It is just 35 years since William 
Jennings Bryan first startled, then 
alarmed and finally convulsed the 
people of the United States by the 
financial policies which he ad- 
vanced and advocated in his cam- 
paign for the presidency. At that 
time and for some years thereafter 
he built up for himself much the 
largest purely personal following 
among the people gained by any 
American public man except Thom- 
as Jefferson. His program and his 
policies were easily shown to be 
unsound and harmful, but, never- 
theless, they appealed to millions 
upon millions of Americans for the 
reason that at bottom they rested 
upon and grew out of a situation 
which was instinctively felt, rather 
than clearly apprehended, through- 
out the nation; namely, that meas- 
ured in terms of goods and services 
debtors were being called upon to 
pay much more than they had bor- 
rowed. 

As in 1896, so now. The exist- 
ence of a condition such as this 
arouses first a feeling of injustice 
and resentment among deDtors, 
whether governments or individ- 
vals, and also invites the bringing 
forward of every sort and kind of 
crude, unsound and unwise finan- 
cial nostrum as a cure-all. For 
the present it is sufficient to point 
out that here, too, is a question of 
fundamental importance which re- 
quires prompt international study 
and prompt international action. If 
the hundreds of millions of men 
and women in India and China 
cannot buy the manufactured goods 
of Great Britain, of the United 
States, of France, of Germany and 
of Japan, then the manufacturing 
industries in those lands cannot 


possibly flourish, they cannot pos 


| 


llege to individuals or groups, are 
the three courses of action which 


sibly pay profits or dividends to 
those who are their owners and 


managers. ng must not be followed. Po- 
. ° wisdom consists largely in 
Things Cannot Drift On. making such changes as are needed 


In short, the world is face to 
face with a grave and difficult sit- 
uation with which it is not in the 
power of any nation adequately to 
deal, however large, however popu- 
lous or however powerful it may 
be. International problems require 
international solutions. The neces- 
sary prelude to an international 
solution is international study, in- 
ternational consideration and in- 
ternational discussion. The sooner 
we Americans adjust ourselves to 
this necessary point of view and 
accept facts as they are, the quick- 
er will our own domestic situation 
be relieved and the quicker will 
something approaching our custo- 
mary prosperity be restored to us. 
To harp upon old and wornout 
formulas, most of which were 
never wholly true at any time, and 
to continue to beat the tom-toms 
of a crude and vulgar national 
vanity, miscalled patriotism, are 
only to prolong the national agony 
and to make ourselves ridiculous. 

Of all possible present situations 
in respect to human affairs there 
is just one which cannot be ration- 
ally maintained and that is the 
status quo. The easy-going habit 
of drifting which the lazy, man 
loves, the convenient habi. of 
waiting-to-see which the office- 
holder and office-seeker adore, and 
the holding fast to what exists be- 
cause this brings benefit and priv- 


at the particular time that their 
necessity is shown. The political 
wisdom of today and tomorrow 
will rest in large part upon a quite 
new and changed point of view. 
The past has its constant and in- 
spiring lessons to teach, and chief 
among these is that the past is 
neither the present nor the future. 


Quite apart from the moral sat- 
isfaction and the economic gain of 
quickly and constructively dealing 
with what Ruskin called “the vast 
question of the destinies of the un- 
employed workmen,” there is the 
vitally important end of increasing 
the security of the foundations 
upon which our political and social 
order rest, and which we believe 
to be the wisest and most just yet 
devised by man. If, az Junius wrote 
to the Duke of Bedford, we can- 
not be safe, we may at least cease 
to be ridiculous. It is nothing shore 
of ridiculous that we should ex- 
pose our fundamental principles to 
bitter and determined attack for 
the reason that in a time of plenti- 
ful production we cannot so adjust 
distribution as to satisfy the most 
elementary wants of men. It must 
be repeated over and over and 
over again that the ruling problem 
which confronts the world of to- 
day is none other than that of so

land that there may be the great- 
est possible production and the 
quickest and most equitable dis- 
tribution of everything which con- 
tributes to the health, the comfort 
and the satisfaction of the people 
of the whole world. To this end 
those tariff barriers that have 
everywhere been built to prevent 
and harass trade throughout nat- 
ural economic unities which pay 
no attention to political boundaries, 
must be lowered in order that the 
power to buy, to consume, may be 
restored and multiplied, 

What Bismarck Said. 

It is quite futile to repeat that 
high tariffs assure high wages 
when with what is in many ways 
the highest and most vexatious 
tariff that this country has ever 
known, s0me six million men and 
women are without any wages at. 
all. Rates of pay may not have 
been materially altered, but wage- 
payments have been enormously 
reduced. A high wage-product re- 
quires a high multiplier as well as 
a high multiplicand. We must be 
able to manage these things, and 
quickly. Unless this can be done, 
no political system is secure, no 
matter how reasonable its princi- 
plea, how deep-lying its foundations 
or how splendid its achievements. 
Unsatisfied human need will find 
ways and means to sweep all these 
away. 

Bismarck, in that exceptionally 
important speech which has al- 
ready been described, used these 
words: 

“I do not think that our sons 
and grandsons will be entirely free 
from this social question which has 
hovered before us for 50 years. No 
political question ever comes to a 
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full mathematical conclusion so 
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that the books can be balanced. 
These arise, have their day and 
finally disappear among the other 
problems of history. That is the 
way of organic development. I 
hold it to be my duty to take these 
problems into consideration with- 
out party bitterness and without 
temper.” 


These are truly wise words and 
the whole tenor of the speech of 
which they are a part is to the 
effect that a judicious and timely 
solution of any great problem is 
the surest safeguard against the 
success of unwise, extreme and 
revolutionary policies. Just as the 
present experience of the city of 
Vienna appears to show that a 
constructive and well-ordered pol- 
icy of municipal Socialism erects 
the highest and strongest barrier 
against the reactionary crudities 
and compulsions of Communism, 
so it will b efound that true social- 
mindedness on the part of those 
who are privileged to life and work 
in the sphere of liberty, with a 
government obedient to their will, 
is the surest prophylactic against 
the stiff and unbending formalities 
of Marxian Socialism. The system 
of liberty, despite its long and re- 
markable history, has never yet 
been fully and finally tested under 
the new economic, social and po- 
litical conditions which now pre- 
vail and which are steadily widen- 
ing and deepening in character and 
importance. That system is now 
everywhere summoned to this full 
and final test, with able, shrewd 
and powerful critics and opponents 
looking on and predicting failure.

Caldwell has been 
employed to serve as assistant to 
Thomas Wood Stevens, who will be 
in charge of the eight productions 
this season. Stevens, who will ar- 
rive in October was famous as di- 
rector of the Goodman Theater of 
Chicago, and is well known to St. 
Louisans for his direction of the 
Garden Theater during the sum- 
mers of 1925 and 1926, for his au- 
thorship of the St. Louis Pageant 
presented on Art Hill in 1914, and 
for one of the first productions, his 
war-time Red Cross pageant, “The 
Drawing of the Sword,” given at 
the then rustic Municipal Theater. 
Stevens is recognized on Broadway 
as well as in the Little Theater cir- 
cles as a fine craftsman of the 
drama. 

The board of directors of the Lit- 
tle Theater describes “The Makro- 
poulos Secret” as a gripping, fane 
tastical play, with four women’s 
and eight men’s parts. It will open 
about Oct. 22, to run (for nine 
nights, a three performance exten- 
sion over last year’s six for each 
play, in order to accommodate the 
hundreds who could not obtain 
seats the past season.

He laid great emphasis 
on the fact that the theater is a 
public institution in St. Louis, and 
every resident is as welcome in the 
audience as in the acting or teche- 
nical branches. 

Playwrights all over the United 
States are being urged to enter 
manuscripts in the Little Theater 
play writing contest closing Dec. 1, 
with the promise of production for 
the winner this season. A first 
prize of $500 will be awarded, and 
two others of $250 each.

This is 
not too easy to do if the singers 
are blind to the fact that the music 
is often mocking the apparent 
meaning of the text—as in Fior- 
diligi’s recoco embellishments on 
the theme of eternal devotion—or 
if the stage direction in generat 
does not take its cue from the ob- 
vious unreality of the plot. 

When two young men walk out 
of one door and—pausing only long 
enough to change their trousers 
and put on sets of false whiskers— 
walk in another, it is highly un- 
likely that the young women who 
have been the recipients of their 
embraces will fail to recognize 
them. But since the very nature 
of the theater—any theater—de- 
mands the acceptance of certain 
conventions it is not hard to be- 
lieve even in this: impossibility 
when everything else that happens 
on the stage has been brought up 
to the same pitch of artificiality. 
Having accepted it, the main 
conclusion of the piece, namely 
that lovers vows are meant to be 
kept only when the lovers are 
there in person to enforce them— 
is arrived at logically and in the 
end seems as near the truth as 
most conclusions reached by the 
human mind.

SEA SCOUT TRAINING 
WILL BE GIVEN HER 


Course First of Type to Be 
Offered in St. Louis; 
Class Limited. 


A training course in Sea Scout 
leadership, the first ever given in 
St. Louis, will be conducted by 
Thomas J. Keane, director of the 
National Sea Scout Department, 
Boy Scouts of America, at the Mi- 
chael School next week, under the 
sponsorship of the St. Louis Boy 
Scout Council. The course will be 
the first of a series of scout leader- 
ship training classes that will be 
conducted by the council this fall. 

The sea scouting uniform is that 
of a sailor, and most of the activi- 
ties center around sailboats. Al- 
though best known in the East and 
Great Lakes region, sea scouting is 
growing in popularity throughout 
the country, particularly as an old- 
er-scout supplement to the regular 
Boy Scout troop activities. 

The course, starting a week from 
tomorrow evening, will carry out an 
intensive program, meeting from 
7:30 to 10 oclock every evening ex- 
cept Saturday, when the hours will 
be from 3 o’clock to 9:30. The Sat- 
urday meeting will be held at the 
Scoutmasters’ Lodge on the Mera- 
mec River near Fenton. The class 
will be limited to a small group of 
scout leaders who are to act as plo- 
neers in developing a St. Louis Sea 
Scout program, but later on a less 
intensive course will be given for all 
scout leaders interested. 

Keane will be assisted by Charlies 
F. Smith, instructor in scouting and 
recreational leadership at Columbia 
University.

Slow Motion Camera 


Discloses Steering 


Facts for Cadillac 


A slow motion camera is largely 


responsible for the steering ease 
first offered by the Cadillac V-16, 
and later by the Cadillac V-12, V-3$ 
and La Salle. 

Through the use of such a cam- 
era, engineers discovered steering 
facts which the eye did not reveal. 
They learned the cause and effect 
of tramping and shimmying, about 
the behavior of front springs and 
axlt under different driving condi- 
tions, about the reaction of tires 
and shock absorbers to different 
roads. 

The engineers set up a slow mo- 
tion camera capable of shooting as 
low as 48 frames a second, in the 
rear of a car. They trained the 
camera on the front end of the V-15 
which was to follow. The two cars 
started, and the operator of the 
camera turned the handle. | 

Then, to get another story of 
what was happening, the car car- 
rying the camera ran parallel with 
the V-16 under test. In this man- 
ner a side view account of steering 
was secured. 

The result of these pictures, and 
of the subsequent study of them, is 
the effortless steering which Cadil- 
lac and La Salle cars provide.

Deserts No Longer 
Need Be Feared on 
Way to California 


Good Roads, Many of Them 
Paved, Now Permit Fast 
Motoring in Comfort. 


Motorists who have put off tour- 
ing to California for fear of cross- 
ing the deserts are assured that 
driving across Western desert lands 
is not what it used to be. 

The idea lingering in the minds 


of many that there are vast, inter- 
minable distances of desert that re- 
quire days of wearisome traveling is 
in error, for the longest desert 
stretch on any cross-country route 
in California is paved and can easi- 
ly be covered in seven hours’ time. 

In a transcontnnental road re- 
port of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, emphasis is 
laid upon the fact that good road 
conditions now prevail over the 
great proportion of the cross-coun- 
try routes in the Western. deserts, 
and that settlements, gas stations, 
garages and places for every tyne 
of desired accommodations are 
found at very frequent intervals. 

It is brought out that instead of 
being regions to be dreaded, the 
deserts encountered after entering 
Southern California are one of the 
great attractions of the West that 
every transcontinental tourist 
should see. Those sections along the 
various entrance routes, often used 
by the motion picture companies in 
filming desert “scenes, should, in 
fact, be traveled in the daytime by 
the motorist, though preferably in 
the early morning or late afternoon. 
Then he Witnesses America’s Sa- 
hara or rolling sand dunes or cactus 
and sage covered areas at their 
best, it is stated, at the same time 
escaping the heat of summer mid- 
day. 

Gone forever, with the horse and 
buggy and the first decrepit cars, 
are the sandy, slow travel condi- 
tions on the transcontinental trails, 
according to this automobile club. 

Specifically, the Southern Califor- 
nia motoring organization reports 
the roads as follows: 

On the southern route, the Old 
Spanish Trail, or U. S. Route 80, 
there are 50 miles of desert in 
California including the sand dune 
region. Excellent pavement all 
the way permits traveling this dis- 
tance in an hour, or slightly longer. 

Along the Sante Fe Trail, U. 
S. 66, there are 240 miles of splen- 
did, typically Californian  pave- 
ment through well-populated des- 
ert land. This can be covered in 
seven hours. 

There are 90 miles of California 
desert on U. S. Route 99, half of 
which is smoothly paved, with the 
balance excellent, well-graded grav- 
el road permitting fast traveling. 
Two and one-half hours is ample 
time to make. this distance. 

On the Arrowhead Trail, U. S. 
91, tourists will find a fine, all- 
paved road, with the exception of 
12 miles of good gravel, through 
the 200 miles of desert country. 
Many communities, auto courts 
and good eating places along all 
of these routes eliminate the trav- 
eling discomfort expected by many 
misinformed motorists, says the 
club. 

The southern routes in Arizona 
and New Mexico are  semidesert, 
but good roads prevail throughout.

the white conquerors tried to destroy 
every trace of Indian culture.

The hon- 
orary chairman is Vice President Cur- 
tis, who has some Kaw Indian blood in 
his own veins, and the president is the 
noted artist, John Sloan. The advis- 
ory committee contains a number of 
well-known names.

It was only during the 
first few days of the experi- 
ment that Dr. Davis had any 
doubt. It was soon appar- 
ent that Earl was thriving, 
waxing fat, on this feeding 
system. And in _ later 
months careful examination 
disclosed that his bones 
were forming properly and 
that in every respect he was 
developing into an_ ideal 
physical specimen. 

The results with the 14 children in 
Chicago have been even more remark- 
able. Since they came from the poor- 
est homes, only four were of normal 
weight and in perfect health at the 
beginning of the experiment. They 
rapidly acquired the normal develop- 
ment, filling out and gaining the re- 
quired weight, have been almost en- 
tirely free from any digestive disturb- 
ances: their red blood counts and hem- 
oglobin have shown a high average. 


Dr. Clara M. Davis’ Unusual 
Experiment in Child Diet 


and Its Results. 


Two of the children had rickets at 
the outset of the experiment. One of 
these was Earl H., the first baby. It 
was decided to put cod liver oil in a 
small glass on his tray, for him to 
take or leave, as he pleased, and also 
to add an emulsion containing cod 
liver oil to his milk. Earl took them 
fairly consistently during the first 101 
days, not daily, nor in measured doses, 
but to the total amount of 68 drams 
of cod liver oil. Examination by 
X-ray at this time showed healed rick- 
ets. And, simultaneously, entirely of 
his own accord, Earl stopped taking 
cod liver oil. It was left on his tray 
for two weeks, but when he did not 
once touch it during this time, it was 
taken off. No cod liver oil was given 
to Peter C., the second child with rick- 
ets, and during the first six months he 
lived chiefly on. chicken, bone mar 
row, meat, vegetables and frult. After 
the first two weeks he took no milk 
for 19 months. Examination toward 
the end of the fourth month showed 
the rickets healed, and now, a year 
and a half later, his legs show prac- 
tically no bowing, Dr. Davis records. 


Neither baby was given ultra-violet 
light treatment. 
Again, one of the children, Anne, 


had inherited from her mother a food 
allergy. It was so pronounced that 
even when the mother, who was nurs- 
ing the child, ate so much white of 
egg as was contained in the meringue 
pie, the child would develop a 
eczema.

N ANNE'S tray the yolks of the 

hard-boiled eggs were removed 

from the whites and placed in 
the same dish. At her first meal she 
ate the yolk and tried the white, but 
spat it out. During the first two 
months she ate the yolks each day and 
occasionally small quantities of the 
whites, and her eczema cleared up al- 
most entirely. During the remainder 
of the year, she ate no whites at all 
and the skin trouble disappeared alto- 
gether. 

There were times when Dr. Davis, 
deeply alarmed, felt that it might be 
necessary to give up the whole experi- 
ment. Little Anne not only gave up 
milk for 10 months, but she lived dur- 
ing that time a'most entirely on a 
quart of orange juice a day, liver, kid- 
neys, brains, bone marrow and egg 
yolk. Another child gave up milk for 
five months and lived on fruit, vege- 
tables and meats.

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HE “Golden Pea- 
cocks’' parade no 
more in ‘‘Peacock 
Alley.’ The old 
W ald orf-Astoria 
Hotel, New York's 
one-time center of 
night life and high 
life, has been 
hauled away on 
dump trucks to make room for a 50- 
story office building, and its name is 
being passed on to a new hostelry 
farther uptown Only memories are 
left of the old hotel and of that gor- 
geous company that once swaggered 
and strutted across its field of social 
consciousness. But what memories! 
In order that they may not be lost 
forever, Albert Stevens Crockett has 
set them down in a book. 

Crockett’s book--—‘‘Peacocks on Pa- 


rade,’ just issued from the presses of 
the Sears Publishing Company — 
makes no brief for the strutters indi- 
vVidually. They were a pretty arro- 
gant and ili-mannered lot, some of 
them. But with all their crassness, 
their love of gaudy display and their 
questionable table manners, they fitted 
perfectly into that naive, but magnifi- 
cent period, the plug hat era, which 
marched in and took possession as 
soon as the old Waldorf opened its 
doors in the spring of 1898. 

As a New York newspaper man, 
“covering’’ the hotel for his paper, and 
later as a publicity manager for the 
hostelry itself, Crockett was a specta- 
tor of that procession for 30 years. He 
grew fond of it. It is almost with a 
catch in his voice that he laments its 
passing. Too bad, he says, that there 
is nothing in American life today com- 
parable to the “‘Peacock Alley’’ of the 
90s. The rising generation never saw 
such a thine and never will. Such a 
thing can never exist again. ‘‘Peacock 
Alley” belonged to an age. It epito 
mized an age. The age is dead. 

Being reminiscence, Crockett’s book 
is a sort of cross between history, bfl- 
ography and gossip After a fashion, 
it is history of a gaudy period-~ the 
age of strut. In a manner of speaking, 
it is a biography of an institution —a 
hotel that was unique among hotels 
because of the personality that it de 
veloped and maintained through a 
quarter of a century Ite gossip is of 
the lives and doings of that band of 
new millfonaires who discovered New 
York tn the ‘908 and came post haste 
to see the town and be seen by it ina 
blaze of spending. 

They created the Peacock Alley 
idea They eambled prodigiously at 
the tables, in the stock market, any- 
where and everywhere the opportun- 
ity presented itself. They dressed 
their lady friends in silks and satins 
and bedecked them with diamonds and 
pearls. Their doings became front 
page newspaper sensations. One paid 
$2000 for a piece of pie. One gam- 
hled with $1000 chips John W 
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Gates and a band of cronies once bet 


$100 bills on raindrops racing down a 


window pane. Another gave a dinner 


in a restaurant where everybody sat 


on horseback, There were the scan- 


dals of the famous Bradley Martin 
ball and the Seeley and Hyde dinners. 


Millionaires are s0 common they 


don't attract much notice now- 
adays. Oil, war profits, mov- 
ies and the automobile indus- 
try have produced 50 where 
one grew before It was dif- 
ferent in the early ‘90s. Mil- 
lionaires had just begun to ap- 
pear on the scene then and 
money was burning in their 
pockets. New York was on the 
lips of every ambitious Middle 
Westerner as a place where 
stranee and startling adven- 
tures lurked behind every cor- 
ner. Rural preachers pictured 
it as a den of sin and iniquity. 
So upon Manhattan Island the 
newly rich deseended in force 
and splendor 

“After all, there should be f 
no reason for wonder, or even 
faint surprise,’ writes Crockett, 
“that men, who in many cases 
had found the bridge between 
dollar-a-day labor and_= enor- 
mous wealth a single span and 
quickly leapt should do things 
that proved bizarre and often 
startling to respectable stav-at- 
homes,

Astor, as it happened, was not a 
hotel genius. But a shrewd interme- 
diary thrust one into his hands. This 
was George C. Boldt, a native of Ger- 
many, but now proprietor of the little 
Bellevue in Broad street, an establish- 
ment, Crockett relates, which had be- 
come known, wherever American 
gourmets swapped tales of rare dishes, 
as the best eating place in America. 
Boldt “got the women going” with a 
dazzling and ‘‘exclusive’’ charity din- 
ner on opening night and kept them 
going for two decades with his bag of 
subtle tricks. 

His first aim was to corral New 
York society and get it into the habit 
of flocking into his dining rooms. He 
made the place more attractive than 
any other. He imported a _ special 
florist, used flowers lavishly on the 
tables and sent them to the rooms of 
favored women guests. He was also 
credited with being the first to use 
candelabra on dining room tables. He 
boasted that he never advertised— 
and he didn't in the usual way—-but 
the Waldorf was the best advertised 
hostelry the country ever had. It was 
advertised through frequent mention 
in the society columns and by word 
of mouth. 


Americans traveled to Europe. So 

when anybody came from some 
other city to sail from New York he 
nearly always imparted the big news 
to the room clerk or the bell boy. This 
information was conveyed to Boldt and 
just before the ship was due to sail 
he would send, to he delivered on 
board, a five, ten or fifteen-dollar bas- 
ket of fruit with two half pints of 
champagne concealed therein with his 
card. The wife of John Doe, or who-

AYKING was quite  unpre- 

pared for such a turnout. It 

had expected hundreds, but 
not thousands. Residents of the 
village and farmers of the neigh- 
borhood railied to meet the emer- 
gency and threw their homes open 
to as many of the visitors as they 
could feed and shelter. Several took 


care of 20 or more and one family put 
up 200 for two days and nights. But 
even then, 1000 or more of the pil- 
grims had to be left to shift for them- 
selves. Some of these went to the 
viJlage boarding houses—-Mayking has 
no hotel—and others camped in tents. 
As the majority of those who came 
from a distance were equipped to do 
this, having come as tourists, nobody 
suffered any great hardship.

The Thornton Church, built to hold 
three or four hundred, proved to be 
quite as inadequate as the village ac- 
commodations.

distance to see a foot-washing some 
had to go away without having had so 
much as a glimpse of the actual] ablu- 
tions. But there was salvation in the 
air, and everybody had a chance to 
shout and sing. That was the main 
thing. 

Services began with a long intro- 
ductory sermon by Elder G. Bennett 
Adams, the pastor, or mdderator. He 
explained the origin and meaning of 


foot-washing as a church rite and 
dwelt at length upon the lesson in 
meekness which it undertakes to 


teach. There followed prayer and com- 


munion and the singing of a hymn. 
Then, with everybody in the proper 
frame of mind, the actual foot-washing 
started. 

Four tin wash basins were put into 
action and kept in action for an hour 


A part of the assembled congregation 


and a half. These were divided be- 
tween the men and the women. Four 
washers, two men and two women, 
worked at a time, the ‘brothers’ 
washing the feet of other ‘‘brothers” 
and the two women doing the same 
for their ‘“‘sisters.”” When a “broth- 
er’s’’ feet had been washed and dried, 
he then returned the service, and the 
women followed the same turn-about 
procedure. Basins were emptied and 
fresh water supplied after each wash- 
ing, and there was an abundance of 
soap and towels. 

No children took part in the wash- 
ing. The youngest person engaged in 
the service was Willie Webb of Ser- 
gent, Kentucky, 24 years old. But 
there was no age limit upward. The 
others ranged all the way up to 90. 
Mrs. Ben Adams, a consistent church- 


goer at 90, was the oldest woman par- 
ticipating, and the oldest man was 
Elder Ben J. Adams, 78, a relative of 
hers and also of the pastor. He was 
accorded the honor of having his feet 
washed by the pastor himself. 

Very often during the service some- 
body would ask specifically that his 
feet be washed by some friend or ac- 
quaintance in the assemblage, and 


such requests were always granted. 
LITE possibly a §‘‘brother’’ 
nursing a grievance might 
have taken advantage of the 
opportunity to humillate an enemy 
by calling on the enemy to wash 


his feet. But if this happened nobody 
was the wiser. It would have been a 
very unsatisfactory form of revenge. 
anyway, for the enemy would have had 
the same privilege of selecting his 
foot-washer and ‘‘getting back’ at 
him. 

Those having their feet washed sat 
on a bench along the wall and the 
washers knelt or stood in a bent po- 
sition before them. The observers in 
the back stood in their seats and 
craned their necks to get a view, and 
from all corners of the packed build- 


ing “Amens’”’ and ‘‘Hallelujahs’’ re- 
sounded as the pious caught the spirit. 
There was quite a bit of splashing now 
and then as the washers warmed up 
to their work, for with all the shout- 
ing and singing going on an ardent 
“brother” was likely to catch a little 
too much of the spirit to make for 
careful handling of water. Mainly, 
though, the affair came off in good 
order, and when the last pan had been 
emptied there was very little water on 
the floor. 

Elder Adams took the pulpit again 
when the washing was over, and the 
visitors went home still tingling from 
his exhortations. He warned his hear- 
ers that life 4s mighty uncertain at 
best and death mighty sure. ‘Turn 
from the avenues of sin and make 
yourselves neceptadle in His sight be- 
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fore it is too late,’’ he urged, and the 
sisters—-it was mainly the asisters 
who shouted —chorused ‘‘Amens.’’ 
Some became so fired with religion 
that they couldn’t keep still and min- 
glied their voices with the pastor's 
The services closed with two rousing 
hymns——‘‘The Saints of the Lord’’ and 


‘Farewell, My Dear Brethren.’ The 
hills around echoed the notes. 
A village less balanced than May- 


king might have been very puffed up 
over getting so much attention and 
attracting so many visitors. Mayking 
has held an important position in ru- 
ral church affairs for a very long 
time. It has traditions. The Thorn- 
ton Church at Mayking, indeed, is a 
direct descendant of the first church 
established in the State, 

John Taylor, pioneer Baptist min- 
ister, established that first church. He 
came across the mountains on foot 
from Virginia in 1781, and, at the 
forks of the Elkhorn, a region now 
known as South Elkhorn, he built a 
log church. From there he traveled 
on into the wilderness, with the zeal of 
religion burning fiercely, and estab- 
lished several other small churches in 
the hill country. One of these sur- 
vived as the Burning Springs Church 
in Floyd County. It eventually be- 
came a main prong of the old South 
Elkhorn Church, or Association, and 
from that Burning Springs. Church 
sprang the Thornton Church at May- 
king about the year 1800. 


HE South Elkhorn Association is 

still in existence as the Union 

Association and the Thornton 
Church is one of the leading churches 
of this group. The association now 
comprises 47 churches in Eastern Ken- 
tucky and a membership of about 
3000. The Thornton Church serves 
officially a district miles 
square but it really serves a territory 
much larger than that, for there are 
many members who attend services 
reguiarly from half a dozen counties, 
some of them coming across the line 
from Virginia. 

The Thornton Church is of that va- 
riety known in the mountains as 
“Softshell Baptist."" When old John 
Taylor founded the first 10 churches 
in the State he was known merely as 
a Baptist, as there was then no dis- 
tinction between the ‘soft’ and 
‘hard.’ But Taylor's churches pro- 
mulgated rather soft doctrines and ac- 
quired the monicker of “Softshell.” 
The rival faction, a bit more rigid and 
exacting in their devotions, became

“Hardshells." Sometimes they were 
called ‘*Predestinarians."’ Other 
groups somewhere between the two 


came to be known as “Middle Split- 
ters,’ ‘‘Missionaries’ and just plain 
‘“Baptists."” The “Softshelis’’ predom- 
inated, however, and today are much 
more numerous than the other 
branches. The ‘Hardshelis’’' have 
diminished until churches are few and 
far between. One or two churches are 
still in working order in Knott County 
and two atill operate in Pike County, 
but only occasionally are ‘‘Hardshell’ 
meetings heard of.

HE only possible explanation of 
how this rumor started is in an 
actual scandal that involved a 
European Premier, the Crown Prince 
of a small state and a woman who 
looks like Miss MacDonald.
